BLACK PROPOSES 
TAX WELL-TO-DO 


Senator Advocates Tax- 
ing Surplus Incomes for 


Jobless Insurance. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29—W— 


Senator Black (D., Ala.) proposed 
a major change in the Roosevelt 
social security program today in 
what he termed an attempt to 
make the well-to-do pay for un- 
employment insurance. 


The Alabaman announced he 


would offer, in the form of an 
amendment to the Wagner-Lewis 
oill, a plan to pay the cost of the 
insurance out of general taxation. 
His aim is to provide the addi- 
tional revenue through higher in- 
come, 
inheritance 
and excess 


profits taxes. 


His was the first major altera- 


tion offered in the senate to the 
Roosevelt plants. The Wagner- 
Lewis bill would raise money for 
the insurance by taxing payrolls 


Black contended that this would 


make the worker foot the bill 
even when the tax was on the 
employer, and thus would reduce 
purchasing power.

Wilentz brought in the name of 


Fritz Hahn, restaurant man, and 
Hauptmann denied 
queries 
de-^ 


signed to make him admit that 
Hahn had seen large packages of 
money concealed in Hauptmann's 
phonograph. He also denied ever 
telling Mrs. Hahn that he was 
giving'Mrs. Hauptmann $1,000 for 
a trip to Germany. 


He denied 
the 
prosecutor's 


charge that he had signalled Mrs. 
Hauptmann in the 
court room 


several days ago so that 
she 


shouted, "You are 
lying!" to a 


state witness. 


He admitted spending 12 to 15 


of 
the Lindbergh ransom bills, 


which he said Isador Fisch 
had 


left him, for living expenses, and 
said that he had intended to send 
the balance, less 
$2,000 
Fisch 


owed him, to Fisch's relatives. 


He admitted that after the time 


of the ransom, which he denied 
collecting, he took a trip to Flori- 
da, his wife quit her job and took 
a trip to Germany, and he pur- 
chased several expensive articles, 
such as a canoe, a radio and a 
pair of field glasses. 


Hauptmann appeared at a loss 


for words when Wilentz brought 
up the similarity of his "year al- 
ready" phrase with the 
ransom 


note phrases. 


Hauptmann Counters. 


"How can I say it otherwise?" asked 
Hauptmann. 


Wilentz said: 
"Well, 
you 
can say, 


•"Planned for more than a year.' 'Planned 
akeady for a 
year.' 
'Planned a 
year 
ago.' " 


"How you would say," Hauptmann re- 
torted. 


Edward J. Rellly, chief defense counsel, 


leaped to his feet and charged that Wil- 
entz was trying to leave an unjust infer- 
ence with the jury. ' 


The state indicated it had an important 


rebuttal witness to say that Hauptmann 
was mysterious and evasive about money 
kept in his home. As Hauptmann under- 
went his second day of gruelling cross- 
examination. 


He was made to answer numerous pry- 
ing questions about his home and his 
habits, and especially about the phono- 
graph. 
"Isn't it a fact that during some 
of 
those months, particularly after April 2, 
193Z, 
that you opened that Victrola, and 


when you opened it in the presence 
of 
Frttz Hahn, the restaurant man I spoke to 
yon about yesterday, that tiiere were in 
that Victrola right on top two envelopes 
about 11 inches long, maybe 14 inches 
long, a few inches thick, of money, two 
packages, two envelopes?" Wilentz asked. 
"Is it not a fact?" 


Hauptmann laughed aloud. 
"No, absolutely not," be said. 
There was confusion and laughter in 


the courtroom after Wilentz asked: "Didn't 
he say to you, 'My, this is a swell radio. 
It must have cost a lot of money?' " 
"I got the impression," Hauptmann re- 


plied, "you are making up a big story 
here." 
The prisoner said he couldn't remember 


Hahn being in his house. 
Wilentz Presses. 


"Don't you remember," Wilentz pressed, 


"when you got to the bedroom you said, 
'this room, you cannot go to it?' " 


"No. I didn't say that." 
Wilentz brought up the disturbance made 


several days ago by Hauptmann's wife, and 
accused Hauptmann of staging the in- 
cident 


"Weren't you told in this courtroom to 


signal your wife when a: witness was on 
the stand, to holler at her?" 


"That is ridiculous!" Hauptmann said. 
Mrs. 
Hauptmann had shouted, "You ate 


lying'" to a former employer who was 
testifying for the state against her hus- 
band. 


Wilentz also asked Hauptmann if he 


knew Violet Sharpe, the maid In the home 
of Mrs. Dwight W. Morrow. 
He said he 


did not, and subsequently that he knew 
no one connected 
with the Lindbergh 


household. Violet Sharpe committed sui- 
cide just before police were to question 
ter in the kidnaping investigation. Mrs. 
Morrow is the mother of Mrs. Anne Mor- 
row Lindbergh whose son was stolen. 
"Don't you remember Mrs. Hahn asking 


you how much money you 
were giving 


your wife for this trip to Germany and 
you said. 'About a thousand dollars, I 
guess, will be all right?' " Wilente went on, 


"No," Hauptmann said. 
Wilentz again started his questioning 


with a disarming manner. 
Hauptmann 


gripped his hands together and gave his 
answers in a flat monotone. 


The questions though were being *hot 


rut with increasing speed—in much the 
manner of yesterday when the prosecutor 
wore Hauptmann down, excited him and 
roused him to open anger with sly quer- 
ii«s piled one on the other to lay back- 
ground for a cllmaiic shout of "Lies' lies!"

of "Stop that!" and "You lied, tool"

revenue would be raised from gal- 
lonage taxes on all alcoholic bever- 
ages, including near beer. Of this, 
$100,000 is appropriated to the en- 
forcement of the proposed plan. 


Limited Local Option. 


A limited local option provision 


is made in the bill. Thirty per cent 
0 fthe electors of any city, town 
or village who voted for governqr 
at the last general election could 
bring about a referendum solely 
on the proposition of sale by the 
drink. Voters would be given the 
opportunity to express themselves 
on two propositions — to prohibit 
or permit sale of beer by the drink 
and to prohibit or permit sale of 
hard liquor by the drink — submit- 
ted on seperate ballots. 


Near beer is brought under the 


same category as all other malt 
beverages. 
The bill strikes four 


blows at the sale of this beverage. 
It is taxed at the same rate as 
other malt brews, its sale must be 
similarly licensed, and the bill 
provides that the alcoholic con- 
tent of malt beverages shall not be 
displayed on the bottle when sold 
in that fashion, and it prohibits 
"spiking." 


All retail, wholesale, manufac- 


turing, warehousing and jobbing 
plants would be licensed by the 
state, and carriers other than rail- 
roads would be required to obtain 
permits to transport liquor. 


Individual permits to purchase 


liquor at retail would not be re- 
quired by the measure, although 
the bill contains numerous restric- 
tions on the retailing and con- 
sumption of all alcoholic bever- 
ages, as well as the manufacture. 
Generally heavy penalties are pro- 
vided for violations.

His wife, Mrs. Bess Bondsman, 


was found dead in her home, as 
was Mrs. Nettie Norman, 58. 


Soon after 
Bondsman's death 


police began to receive emergen- 
cy calls from all sections of the 
city, and as victims were round- 
ed up they were rushed to the 
hospital. 


Blind When Found. 


All of them, police said, 
had 


been drinking poison alcohol and 
died in agony. They were blind 
when found. 


Police raided a house where 


the liquor was said to have been 
obtained. Samples were seized 
and turned over to chemists for 
analysis. 


Since last Thursday 16 persons 


have 
died in 
Utica, 
about 60 


miles west of here, and six others 
were in a critical condition in 
hospitals from the effects of bad 
liquor. 


A police official expressed the 


opinion that the 
liquor 
which 


caused the deaths here may, have 
come from Utica, stating 
that

What would have been the fate of thou- 


sands and thousands

drouth plagued prairie states had it not been for 
the allotment checks distributed under the Roose- 
velt program of crop reduction? Just what would 
have become of these farmers, their wives, and 
their children were, they faced without money that 


• was paid out by the government for the sole pur- 


pose of eliminating a demoralizing surplus of cer- 
tain farm commodities? In many instances, those 
funds represented the only income the farmer 


• received. 
; 
But in the broad aspects of a social program, let 


• America take inventory. 
Its choice must be de- 


livered. It had its fill of conservatism 'and of the 
: system which said that prosperity was secure 
\when governmental policies were formulated by 
'Wall street, and by the spokesmen for Big Busi- 
ness. It still is suffering terribly from the abuses 
of that orgy. Its savings in far too many 
cases 


were destroyed, its income sapped, its 
business 


brought to collapse, and its fate perilously close to 
destruction. 


It would be a real tragedy in America if the lib- 


eral thinking people of this country were to divide 
foolishly, and in this fashion permit an ever alert 
conservatism to return to power. It would be 
ghastly because the job is not finished. It would 


.Jbe ruinous because 
those forces now seeking to 


^overturn liberalism had their inning and demon- 
strated beyond question their own incompetence, 
unfitness. and ineptitude tn deal with the prob- 
lems of this country. And the conservative, stand- 
pat element which is not restricted to one party, 
but is found in both, will return to power only if 
the liberals become divided so hopelessly as to 
make it possible. 


There is solidity and unity in conservative ranks. 


The liberal groups on the other hand, by nature 
independent in thought and in action, firm in con- 
viction and opinion, find it easy to disagree. It 
must not happen unless America is prepared to 
return to the old order, which produced so much 
misery, so much hopelessness, and so much down- 
right outright skullduggery that the very founda- 
tions of business were shaken.

Governor Cochran's Budget. 


INE feature of Governor Cochran's budget mes- 


sage, likely to escape public attention but es- 


pecially commendable, is the reference to utilizing 
every available facility in the seventeen institu- 
tions under the board of control. 


The situation may be pictured the most vividly 


by reference to the institutions maintained for the 
care of old soldiers. There are two such institu- 
tions—one at Milford, and one at Grand Island. 
Neither is occupied fully. It is suggested that one 
is adequate at this time to house all of the inmates 
comfortably, and by transferring those at the Mil- 
ford Institution to Grand Island, all of the build- 
ings and facilities at Milford can be made avail- 
able for the care and maintenance of another type 
of state ward, and in this fashion utilize it to the 
greatest advantage. 


The governor recommends a technical engineer 


to aid the board of control in employing the build- 
ings at the various institutions most usefully. 
Each year adds to the responsibilities of the state 
in matters of institutional population, with the main 
increases coming at the state hospitals for the in- 
sane, the institute for the Feeble 
Minded, the 


prison, and the reformatory. These are obligations 
which cannot be ignored. The repair 
and 
the 


maintenance of buildings, the wise planning of ad- 
ditional facilities, the full use of those now in ex- 
istence all seem to point to the employment of a 
man trained and qualified to give sole attention 
to this problem. 


The governor's budget was prepared carefully 


and thoughtfully. It was drafted in accordance 
with the promise Governor Cochran had made to 


i administer affairs as rigorously economically as 
| possible. It merits the most careful study by the 


this job of being j legislature to the end that the basic principles in- 


volved shall be understood and taken into account. 


Left Hand Turns.

IOLATION of an important traffic law in Lin- 


coln has become so flagrant as to be common- 


place. In fact an observer of-the frequency witji 
which the left hand turn rule is disregarded was 
led to inquire of the police department if the law 
had been-repealed or suspended. He was informed 
that no such action had been taken. 


This being the case one naturally wonders why 


the law is not enforced. For there is not a down 
town intersection on which the rule is not vio- 
lated every hour during the business season. Cer- 
tainly officers cannot escape seeing some of these 
infractions, and it would seem that some action 
should be taken to abate them. 


Every person qualified to drive an automobile 


knows that he is breaking the law when he cuts 
across a traffic lane before all of the cars coming 
from the opposite direction have passed. If he is 
going north and desires, to turn west he should 
drive -onto the intersection, turn the front of his 
car to the west and w.ait until the south bound 
traffic has cleared. 


Instead of observing 
this fundamental 
rule, 


which is rigidly enforced everywhere, many driv- 
ers, as soon as the light begins to turn, shoot out 
at full speed, making the turn before traffic starts 
to flow, while others cut through the line at the 
slightest opportunity, trusting to their speed, or on 
the on-coming car to slow down. Such driving 
is not. only dangerous to occupants of cars, but it 
endangers pedestrians who may be rightfully on 
the intersection. 
But it is not only dangerous, it 


is indecent. 


Captain Shively should see to it that every per- 


son found violating this highly proper regulation 
is arrested and prosecuted, regardless of who that 
person might be. 
Jn order to apprehend 
such 


violators it will only be necessary for an officer 
to stand at an-intersection when any, consider- 
able amount of traffic Js moving."

The 
difference 
between the 


value of sunlight as a preventive 
of rickets in the summer and win- 
ter has been carefully measured. 
In Toronto, from April to August, 
it is eight times as effective as 
from November to February. 


The term "skyshine" is used to 


designate "the sun's rays which 
are reflected from 
the 
sky and 


clouds in contradistinction to the 
rays received directly from the 
sun itself." 
Skyshine is half to 


two-thirds as effective 
in pre- 


venting rickets as sunshine. Ba- 
bies and growing children should, 
therefore, have the benefit of it, 
and be outdoors in 
the winter 


every day except in very severe 
blizzardy weather. 


The altitude of the sun has a 


natural but marked relation to 
the incidence of rickets. Tisdall 
and Brown believe that rickets 
will not exist, or only in a very 
mild form, wherever the mini- 
mum noonday altitude of the sun 
is 30 to 35 degrees for.only a few 
weeks of the year. In'the United 
States places with a minimum 
altitude of 35 degrees lie along 
latitude 31 degrees 30 minutes 
which runs a little north of Sa- 
vannah, Ga.; Montgomery, 
Ala.; 


Jackson, Miss., and El Paso, Tex.

The opinion of the city attor- 


ney quotes the state constitution, 
the statutes and an opinion of the 
State Supreme court in the Scot- 
tish Rite exemption case, in sup- 
port of his recommendation, and a 
suggestion that the applicants can 
obtain cancellation of back taxes 
by court action only. The attor- 
ney then contends that the prop- 
erty of neither applicant comes 
entirely within the provisions of 
the exemption law.

This doleful prophecy comes not from the 
wifter—but from a large stockholder in one of the most im- 
portant clubs in the major leagues. This sportsman, who 
never makes the headlines and who is in the game only for 
the fun of it, and who for years has never failed to call the 
turn on what's going on behind the scenes, told the writer 
today that not one club in the National league will make 
money this season. 


All But Two For Sale. 


Moreover, he insists that every 


club in the National league ex- 
cept the Cubs and Pirates is for 
sale, 
and urges an immediate 


slash in admission prices to cope 
with the growing rivalry of the 
race and dog tracks. 


Incidentally, he 'gives a 
few 


sidelights that may amaze you. Let 
me quote him: 


"It's rather late for baseball to 


be adopting a holier-than-thou at- 
titude toward the tracks. The 
baseball people should have made 
their fight years ago. Now it may 
be too late, for the very existence 
of the major leagues is in greater 
danger than it was immediately 
after the Black Sox scandal. 


"They are hollering only now 


about Judge Fuchs and his pro- 
posal to run a dog track in Braves 
Field, but they have conveniently 
forgotten that the judge had an in- 
terest in the dog track at St. Pet- 
ersburg. 


"Charley Stoneham, owner of 


the Giants, and his manager, the 
late John McGraw, had an inter- 
est in the race track at Havana in 
1919 and 1920 and the whole world 
knows what a gyp track that was. 


Towns Milked By Kacing. 


"Baseball should have got to- 


gether with the banks long ago to 
curb the racing evil. Let me show 
you how a race track with 
its 


pari-mutuel betting milks a town. 
Take the Narragansett Park track 
at Pawtucket, H. I.- The savings 
"banks hi Rhode Island discovered 
that during the race meeting per- 
sons whose salary was $14 a week 
or less averaged $7 a week in the 
withdrawals 
from their savings 


accounts. Naturally, they hadn't 
enough left 
for 
necessities, let 


alone a luxury like baseball. 


"Boston is going to be up against 


the race game with a vengeance 
when that new track 
opens in 


East Boston, which the people can 
reach for a mckle. The Red Sox 
and Braves need expect no crowds 
except on a Sunday, while the 
track is in operation. 


"The only remedy, as I see it, 


is to slash prices. Salaries are not 
what they were and there should 
be three times as many 55 cent 
seals. 


"The Phillies are hampered with 


a perpetual lease on their band 
box park and the Reds are saddled 
with debt. It is doubtful if Crosley 
will be willing to sign many more 
$75,000 items, as he did last year. 


Mound City Goes Dead. 


"There are few spots where 


even a team like the Giants can 
figure to draw consistently. St. 
Louis is out It's a mule town and 
when the demand for mules ceased 
and the race track got going over 
the river, baseball went dead. 
"Pittsburgh will draw only if its 


team is up in the race, while Chi- 
cago — well, the Cubs have a sweet 
racket It centers around free ad- 
mission to the ladies. You take a 
girl to the game. She enters free, 
but you pay $1.10. But you want 
her to sit beside you, so you go to 
the box office and for 75 cents she 
gets a seat next to yours. But the 
joker in this is that the visiting 
club gets no part of that 75 cents, 
although they are supposed to get 
a piece of every admission to the 
park. 


"Most of the clubs are too near 


being broke to stand much more 
of a drain on their meagre re- 
sources. The only solution I see is 
to slash prices and try to get the 
banks to campaign with them 
against the tracks. If not, they'll 
all be sunk.

Baseball Czar Forbids 


Nebraska League Deal 


With Cardinals. 


CHICAGO. Jan. 29 —(AP)— 


Baseball Commissioner Kcncsaw 
Mountain Landis has put the Cin- 
cinnati Reds to a lot of extra 
bookkeeping and hastened the 
careers of 17 young players, by a 
ruling on the 
"working agree- 


ment" system. 


The ruling o: ders the Cincinnati 


club to either comply with organ- 
ized baseball's transfer rules, or 
risk fines and the loss of the 
players, who, the commissioner 
maintains, were moved from five 
minor league clubs to clubs of 
higher classification in an irreg- 
ular manner. 


The players, none of them 


named in a long statement senl 
out for the 
information of all 


clubs, came from minor league 
teams. Ten of them were sent to 
Toronto 
of 
the 
International 


league, and the remaining seven 
to Forth Worth of the Texas 
league, in deals made or "sug- 
gested" by the Reds. 


Hits Nebraska League. 


The commissioner ruled that in- 


stead of shifting the players di- 
rectly from the smaller clubs to 
Toronto and Forth Worth, Cin- 
cinnati should have signed them 
to Red contracts, and then reas- 
signed them. This the Reds were 
ordered to do. Signing them to 
major league 
contracts 
before 


sending them away makes the 17 
eligible for the draft next season. 
Under the methodf 
used, they 


would not have been eligible for 
drafting into higher company for 
three years. 
The document also included a 


ruling by the commissioner that 
after the 1935 season, a club may 
not have a "working agreement'' 
with an entire league, or with 
more than one team hi a league. 
This decision affects the St. Louis 
Cardinals, who had such an ar- 
rangement 
with the Nebraska 


State league last year. The world 
champions have arranged for the 
same plan this season, with both 
the Nebraska State and Arizona 
State circuits.

ber to fill the fractional unexpired 
term of W. H Thompson, his ap-

H R 1, 


Cone's bill to 
extend the 1933 


mortgage moratorium with "teeth" 
added to bar suits on mortgage 
notes as a means of circumvent- 
ing the moratorium act, The com- 
mittee, however, reported out 
Cone's bill, H R. 81, a simple ex- 
tension for two years of the 193i 
moratorium. 


The other measure put to death 


was Cone's "Louisiana" bill, H. H 
177, staying for two years actions 
to collect against judgment debt- 
ors. 


Another measure killed by the

committee was H. R. 42. 


which would allow District courts 
to enter judgment on the evidence 
in favor of a party against whom 
a jury verdict had been rendered 
Under present law, a court may 
render such judgments only on the 
pleadings.

CAR LIABILITY 
BILL PROFFERED 


Insurance as Condition 


For License Demanded 


By Rep. Weber. 


Rep Otto C Weber, democrat, 


Colfax, sponsored another pcicn- 
nial bill in the house Tuesday 
whon he brought out a measure 
requiring operatois of automo- 
biles to carry $10,000 liability in- 
surance as a condition for ob- 
taining a driver's license. 


The bill provides for increased 


premiums in case a person is 
convicted for an offense growing 
out of an automobile iccident or 
a damage verdict is rendered 
against him. 


After one such conviction, or 


successful damage suit, the policy 
would be cancelled, after pay- 
ment of judgment, and the prem- 
ium on a new liability policy 
would be automatically raised 25 
per cent 


Increasing Penalty. 


The premium would be in- 


creased 50 per cent over the orig- 
*nal rate, and his license revoked 
if a second damage suit, arising 
out of an automobile accident is 
maintained against hjn or if he 
is convicted of an offense as a 
result of such an accident 


Should his license be reinstated, 


and he figure in a third accident 
resulting in his conviction or re- 
turn of a damage verdict against 
him, premium on a new liability 
policy would be increased 75 per 
cent over the original rate. 


Weber 
also 
sponsored 
two 


measures providing that surety 
companies and liability companies 
must deposit with the state in- 
surance director 50 per cent of 
the reserves on premiums 
on 


business written within the state 
In case of insolvency of any such 
company, the measuies provide 
for appointment of a local re- 
ceiver to administer such 
re- 


serves for the b e n e f i t of Ne- 
braskans holding claims against 
them. 


A fourth measure by Weber 


would require all insurance com- 
panies doing business in Nebras- 
ka to invest within the state 50 
per cent of the gross premiums 
collected on Nebraska business
